The time exhausted in sLudie3 and labor, especially when all 
ie mine by one person, as has heretofore frequently been the c&jb in 
©flr country, probably amounts to years; and the expenses of the 
artist and his family, if he lives in that becoming style which his 
professional standingin society entitles him to, and even his interest 
may require, must be serious in Lhe amount. Thus his picture costs 
him (without charging it with any of the capital expended.on his edu- 
cation as an artist) smnd thousands of dollars, which, if paid by a 
purchaser, is thought n great price, although it merely Ruffineii to puy 
the pa inter for the h.% fierce incurred while painting the work — and 
his talents and labor go for nothing*
